‘ breakiag down of the Boer forces, 


owing to cold and starvation. The 
forecasts of speedy close of hos- 
tities were in a more confident tone 
than they have been for a Jong) time. 
Kitchener’s stock taking memoranda 
resulted in a band of guerillas com- 
ing into the British lines and sur- 
rendering, th« Generals Botha and 
Delarey met with heavy losses in 
horses and catitleé : 

British magnanimity has projonged 
the campaign. Lhousands of women and 


children are refugees under 
British protection and are 
sy stematically fed end car- 


ed for. The Boer warriors are there- 
fore not anxious about their families 
and consequently are enabled to stand 
out. Predictions that the campaign 
will soon be abandoned because’ the 
weather i: cold and veldt dry are 
not’ of any value as the Boers are tho- 
roughly acclimated to the veldt. 

Pritish reinforcements are still going 
to the Cape from Southampton and the 
wari office is not suspending its active 
preparations for a continuance of the 
wari ‘ 

The number of burghers who are 
surrendering is rapidly increasing. 
These men say that the Boers are worn 
out by the incessant movements of the 
British. The majority of the burghers 
who surrendered are without horses 
and all half starved and poorly clad. 


Lord K*tchener is about to tny a 
new plan, that of burning the veldt' ip 
order to compe! the Boers to surrender.

MILNER AND THE WAR. 

At the luncheon given by citizens of 
Cape Town in honor of Sir Al- 
fred Milner, governor of the Trans- 
vaal and Oypange River Colony, Sin Al- 
fred was presented with an address 
supporting his policy, signed by about 
ten thousand of the residents of Cape 
Town. in replying to a toast Sir Al- 
fred said that the loyalists must re- 
sist, like temptations of the evil one, 
the constanuy recurring panics caus- 
ed by rumors that there was or would 
be a Change in the policy of the King 
or government, or a weakening on 
their part. Neither change nor weak- 
ening was possible’ Notning in the 
whole dreary business of the war in 
South Africa was more remarkable 
than the manner in which the British 
throughout the world had set their 
teeth in unmistakable earnestness to 
put an end to the uncertainty, and 
conflict, which were incompatible with 
the ideals which made peace and pro- 
gress in South Africa under the” old 
system impossible. An end would be 
made of the business for once and all, 
and the country would be brought un- 
der one flag and one liberal and just 
system of law and government. No 
room would be left for a recrudescence 
of certain ambitions. Of this be was 
absolutely confident; otherwise he 
would not be taking his return ticket 
to-day. Continuing, Sir Alfred paid 
that the permanance of the settlement 
when it was achieved, would be ia no 
danger whatever. He believed that 
manly who had been the sturdiest in 
their allegiance to the old Boer flag 
would, when the conflict was over, he 
equally faithful to their new allegi-/ 
ance. These must be shown that the 
EBritish were not actuated by vindic- 
tiveness, but that equal rights and 
privileges would be extended ‘to them. 
The old and new must fuse into one na- 
tion. In conclusion, Sir Alfred said 
that he was leaving the Cape happier 
than he was at the time o# his depart+ 
ure for Pretoria two months ago. He 
had seen the enemy's remaining 
strength diminishing under the iron 
grip of Gen. Kitchener. He had also 
seen the first steps in establishing the 
rew civil government, and the first 
modest steps in the resumption of in- 
dustry. He felt confident that on his 
return he would see great progress 
and the happy inauguration of a new 


era.

CANADA’S POPULATION. 

For purposes of comparison, when 
the actual population of Canada this 
year will be made known, it may be 
pointed out that the population of the 
Dominion in 1871 was 3,689,257; and 
ixj 1881 it had risen to 4,324,810, or an 
‘increase of 635,553 in the ten ‘years, 
of a little over 17 per cent. In 1891, 
the census showed the population to be 
4, 833,239, an increase over that of 
1881 of only 508,429, or about 113-4 
per cent,, and fewer by 127,124 than 
during the previous decade. Now a 
vastly different showing is predicted 
and the Jarge increase of 25 per cent, 
is confidently anticipated to be the 
result of the present enumeration.

WORKS ANNUAL REPORT 

The annual report of the department 
of public works for the Territorial gov- 
ernment has been issued. It contains 
much information as to the resources 
and development of the country. 

The first subject of public import- 
ance taken up is that of coal mines. 
The report of Dan Evans, inspector, 
shows that there are row 36 coal mines 
in the Northwest Territories; 1 is an- 
thracite, the balance bituminous. Out 
of the 36 there are in the Edmonton 
district 18 The output of 22 of the 
mines during 1960 was; Bituminous 
303,730 tons, anthracite 17,549 tons. 
he mines from which returns were 
not! received are small workings, and 
the statement probably shows within 
a thousand tons of the total output. 
There are eight fairly large mines 
in the district of Assiniboia, five of 
them being at Coalfields. These mines 
are developing rapidly with good pros- 
pects of becoming very extensive. The 
other three are in the neighborhood of 
Medicine Hat and are not so large; they 
are only operated during the winter 
months. The otber twenty-eight coal 
mines are in the district of Alberta; 
One of the most extensive at Leth- 
bridge, and four small mines south of 
Lethbridge; one, about twenty miles 
west of Okotoks, is also a small mine 
with slight prospects of much ircreas- 
ed development; one extensive mine at 
Canmore; one extensive mine at An- 
thracite; and there ure two in the 
neighborhood of Red Deer; seventeen 
small coal mines in Edmonton and sur- 
rounding neighborhood, and one at 
Knee Hill, sixty-five miies northeast 
of Calgany. The coal mined in the 
above coal mines is of three ciasses— 
anthracite, bituminous and lignite. The 
anthracite coal is mined at. Anthracite 
in Alberts; the bituminous coal at Can- 
more and in the coal mines west of 
Okotoks, and at Blairmore, “AU the 
other coal mined in the Northwest Ter- 
ritories is of the lignite class, thati min- 
ed at Lethbridge being the pest quality. 
In the oiines at Edméniton and, the 
neighboring districts the greatest vari- 
ation occurs, in the thickness of the 
seams, heing from about three feet to 
twelve in thickness of marketable coal. 

Concluding his report, the inspector 
of coal mines says; ,

Wheat seeding would be fin- 
ished in the Territories by May 15th. 
The Manitoba farmers had already got 
their wheat in. Mr. Bosworth made 
his first trip over the Calgary & Ed- 
mopston and Prince A!bert branches, 
and he was greatly impressed with the 
magnificence of the country. ‘The 
weathe~ durirg his whole trip was ex- 
ceptionaliy fine.
